HERITAGE: Sometimes called a “borning quilt,” 
this pattern, which shows a distinct Elizabethan 
influence, was among the first of its kind to 
appear in Colonial America.

Nor do you have to be a Billie Jean King when it comes to exer- 
cising off calories. A brisk walk for half an hour will burn an aver- 
age of 150 calories. Although not as invigorating you'll burn just 
as many calories if you make beds for a half hour. Perhaps more 
entertaining would be dancing, but fast—600 calories an hour. 
Whatever your activity, it should be on a daily, year-in-year-out 
basis. Along with using energy and helping to control your weight, 
physical activity improves circulation of the blood and improves 


muscle tone. It helps lessen tension and fatigue and gives one a 


ense of mental alertness and physical well being. 


There is no “Master Diet” that will fit all people. A good maxim 


is arrest weight gain. Lives are too variable and people too indi- 


vidualized for anyone to evolve a set of rules—but there are ways: 

Decrease calorie intake. If you stop eating an extra 25 calories 
or so a day, you might stop gaining weight. And if you cut back 100 
calories a day less than your needs, you will lose 10 to 12 pounds 
a year. 

Learn to eat slowly and chew thoroughly. 

Limit portions of food at meals to one average serving. 

Never take second helpings. 

Omit or drastically restrict free fats—butter, margarine, mayon- 


naise, salad oils, cooking fats. Sufficient fat is present in lean meats, 


fish, poultry, 
soluble vitamins A, D, E, and K.

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A GARDENER SPEAKS HIS MIND

and what it means 


to a beginning 
gardener 


BY WILLIAM B. HARRIS 


This is the second in a series of 
articles about gardening based on 
the experiences of the author. 
Problems and their solutions, some 
of which took several years to dis- 
cover, are telescoped to make a 
beginner's beginning more fruitful 
—from the beginning. 


The fact that my first bed of an- 
nuals had not done as well in its 
second and third year as it had in 
the first year does not mean those 


| years had been failures. They were 


not. The border grew flowers, but 
it was not as lush as when it was 
first planted. I suppose that if I 
had really understood the thin 
volume on annuals that I bought 
before planting it, the results 
would have been better. The au- 
thor talked a lot about soil, but 
wrote in the language of garden- 
ing and my knowledge of its terms 
was very limited. He did discuss 
"sweet" and "sour" soils and noted 
that this was determined by a pH 
test of the soil. This rang a bell, for 
I had made such tests in high 
school with litmus 
paper. He pointed out that a pH of 
7.0 was neutral, above it, alkaline 
et,” below that, acid or 
"sour," and he added that soils in 
rainy climates were generally- on 
the acid side, which he said was 
the "proper" pH for most flower- 
ing plants. So I took a sample of 
soil to my druggist, the only store 
in town I knew that used litmus 
paper in doing business. My soil 
was slightly sour, satisfactory ac- 
cording to the book, but as I didn't 
get a specific number from the 
druggist, I had no idea of what 
"slightly" meant. 

The book discussed fertilizer at 
such a length that the author lost 
me. And then there was the sub- 
ject of humus, which the book dis- 
cussed, as an item, the same way 
it discussed pH and fertilizers—no 
space was taken to put these major 
soil factors together so that they 
came out an intelligible whole. 


chemistry 


| Over the years I've gone through 


scores of garden books and all fol- 
low the same formula, a charge 


that can be leveled, but only in 
part, I hope, at the one I wrote a 
few years ago. 

"The nurseryman to whom I took 
my soil sample had the growing 
of things all figured out—from ex- 
perience. His own. When he had 
felt, looked, and smelled the soil I 
brought him, he knew what to do: 
Add a whiff of lime, lots of cow 
manure, plus some phosphate. But 
because of his college educated 
son, we nevertheless, as I noted in 
the last installment, sent the sam- 
ple for testing, and when the an- 
swers arrived, I took them to my 
new friends for consultation, for I 
did not understand some of them. 
The sample got a "low" grade in 
organic content followed by 
"Very." The pH was 6.3—slightly 
acid, as it should have been in New 
England. No nitrogen was needed, 
nor potash, but phosphorous was 
"slightly low." The soil was char- 
acterized as "sandy." The iron 
content was given as "satisfac- 
tory." (When I reported this to 
Miss Grant, she said, "Go on, 
everybody knows all God's chil- 
dren need iron every day.") What 
to do to put this diagnosis into a 
successful prescription for our 
somewhat recalcitrant soil? I fol- 
lowed exactly the recommenda- 
tions of my sharp-eyed, sharp- 
nosed nurseryman fellow, . . . and 
I promise not to repeat that again. 
The following summer our annual 
garden was so good—far better 
than the first season—that I had to 
pinch myself from time to time 
just to be sure that what I saw 
was not a dream. From what I 
recall, I must have been a bore 
about the thing, for I've never for- 
gotten a curtain talk Grant gave 
me one day after our company had 
gone. "Bill," she said, and I knew 
she was boiling angry at me, for 
she never used my nickname when 
she wasn't, "If I ever again hear 
you say fatuously, ‘And I grew it 
myself’ about that damned garden, 
I shall scream in public." Once, 
much later, I admired a particu- 
larly good planting of peonies. She

ing in Kansas City, Missouri, is 

not all finished yet and won't be 
until 1983. Even the nearly com- 
pleted first phase lacks its housing. 

That will come in a couple of 

years. But what is finished and 

functioning is exciting. It's full of 
experiments that its creators hope 
will work. They're enthusiastic 
about their innovations—and the 
risks are part of the excitement. 

But the biggest gamble of all was 

in the beginning . . . 

In most American cities there 
are stretches of wasteland—de- 
pressing blocks of deteriorating 
warehouses, lots, 
down factories, and vacant lots 
filled with trash and billboards. 
And many an American business- 
man has looked out at them from 
his office and said “Somebody 
might to do something about that 
ness." One of them was Joyce C. 
Iall, founder and chairman of the 
board of Hallmark Cards—and he 
did something about it. He com- 
mitted his family owned company 
* buying and rehabilitating 25 
square blocks—85 acres—of blight- 


rown new 


used-car run- 


ed land adjacent to Hallmark's in- 
ternational headquarters and 12 
blocks from the downtown busi- 
ness district of Kansas City. True, 
the land had possibilities—half was 
a limestone bluff facing out to 
downtown and the Missouri River. 
"There were parks on two sides and 
a new city hospital complex was 
taking shape nearby. But in 1955 
Mr. Hall's decision was a major act 
of faith in the center city and its 
future at a time when many stores 
and businesses were following 
their eustomers and employees to 
the suburbs. 

It took time to decide what form 
this redevelopment-among the 
largest, if not the largest, financed 
completely by private money— 
would take. Mr. Hall and his son 
Donald, president of Hallmark, 
talked to experts of all kinds, “Our 
ideas grew over the years,” Donald 
Hall explains, “we worked on the 
concepts for ten years before we 
finally honed in on a detailed land- 
use plan. Victor Gruen helped us 
with that. The actual building has 
followed the plan very closely, al- 
though we've had to make some 
adjustments. For example, we're 
now rethinking our housing. We

started with very few condomin- 
iums simply because it was an idea 
that had not been pursued in Kan- 
sas City. But there has been a tre- 
mendous demand for them. So, 
we're now replanning the whole 
residential complex with the 
thought that we'll have a lot of 
condominiums and probably have 
it all convertible." 

To give physical form to their 
ideas for Crown Center the Halls 
called on a distinguished group of 
'hitects. Edward Larrabee 
Barnes is master planner and co- 
ordinating architect for the project 
as well as architect for the office 
buildings and retail complex. Har- 
ry Weese designed the hotel, and 
The Architects Collaborative, un- 
der the direction of Norman 
Fletcher, is responsible for the 
housing. The result is a handsome 
set of varied but related buildings 
grouped to follow the contours of 
the land around a 10-acre terraced 
What's 
more exciting is what happens in 
the buildings and in the square. 

No child can resist sprinting 
through the fountain, and the 
fountain was meant to be irresisti- 
ble. You can sit on the grass or 
maybe even play croquet. One ter- 
race is a skating rink. Portable 
bandstands, tents, and big trans- 
vailable to

The Crown Center Hotel was 
planned as a resort-in-town, with 
an enclosed pool, health club, jog- 
ging track, and tennis courts as 
well as banquet- and ballrooms, 
bars and restaurants, Next to the 
hotel there's a flexible entertain- 
ment and communications center 
for both convention and commu-

GOING PLACES, FINDING THINGS IN NEW ORLEANS 


The Mississippi River takes a turn 
at a point in the Louisiana low- 
lands that's about 100 miles from 
the river's mouth. There, in the el- 
bow of land formed as the river 
shifts direction, with a huge fresh- 
water lake for its other border, 
New Orleans. She radiates the 
charm, guile, and skills-in-living 
tvpical not only of the American 
South but also of the many nation- 
alities who first settled there. Not 
a Puritan city, she is full of plea- 
sures brought from other places. 
New Orleans is like a Henry James 
American heroine who once hav- 
ing seen “Paree,” brought a lot of it 
back home with her. A series of im- 
migrations from France, Spain, 
Canada, Germany, and Ireland 
plus American latecomers—black 
and white—created a remarkable 
racial gumbo over a period of 200 
years, This stew of nationalities 
bubbled and set according to the 
necessities of a near-tropical cli- 
mate and a network of river-lake- 
bayou-and-gulf that made her site 
almost as watery and commercial- 
ly strategic as Venice and in some 
ways as gay and cosmopolitan, To- 
day a three day visit to New Or- 


leans is a pure lark. 

Briefly, here's how New Orleans 
came to be so many cities in one. 
In 1718 the French began to settle 
there after various 
Spanish expeditions had sailed 
past for about a hundred years. 
These original French settlers built 
the section of town called the 
Vieux Carré or French Quarter. 
Spanish and German immigrations 
leavened the Frenchness of the 


French and 


place. (Another French immigra- 
tion from Canada in the 1750's 
added a second strain of French 
influence. These Acadian French 
evolved their own regional tradi- 
tions in an area south and west of 
New Orleans. And though French 
derived, their Cajun cooking, for 
instance, is as different from New 
Orleans cooking as New Orleans 
cooking is from traditional haute 
cuisine.) The term “Creole” de- 
seribes what happened to French 
culture and cooking and architec- 
ture when set alongside the Missis-

sippi and Spanish colonists. It was 
local black cooks who took the 
Spanish love of seasoning and 
French memories of haute cuisine 
and helped evolve and perpetuate 
Creole cooking as we know it to- 
day. (Some of the best chefs at 
well-known New Orleans restau- 
rants are black and one of the most 
memorable meals I had in New 
Orleans was at a black restaurant 
called Chez Héléne, see page 47 
for more about this restaurant. ) 

In the architecture of the Quar- 
ter, the characteristics of small 
French and Spanish cities pre- 
dominate: narrow streets, fortress- 
like exteriors of town 
houses, two-story galleries, and 
small city gardens in an inner 
courtyard. 

But the remarkable fact about 
New Orleans is that a large part of 
the city was settled and flourishing 
when we Americans got there. Al- 
ready in a high noon of develop- 
ment in 1803, New Orleans was 
bought, with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase by Jefferson and James Mon- 
roe for $15,000,000. At this point

ré. In. the 1840s and 50s New 
Orleans was enormously prosper- 
ous, built lots of big houses and 
public buildings, and was known 
in the United States to be a world- 
ly, joyous city with restaurants as 
good as in Europe. But by the 20th 
century she was having to sort her- 
self out again and now, in 1974 
much of what was attractive about 
New Orleans in the 19th century 
is being restored and reorganized.

One rather large one 
in the shape of a good-sized water 
jug cost Along another side ol 
the square is a block-long red 
brick row house building with a 
colonnade over the sidewalk and 
cast iron balconies above. Built in 
the 1850s by a local woman, the 
Baroness Pontalba, these row 
houses are considered some of the 
finest examples of period architec- 
ture in the city and are compared 
with parts of the Place des Vosges 
built by Francis I in Paris.

The 
Garden District is as American as 
the French Quarter is not. A $2 
book called The Great Days of the 
Garden District and the Old City 
of Lafayette, on sale at the Mc- 
Gehee School 2343 Prytania 
Street, explains its evolution from 
part of a big plantation owned by 
the citys French founder Bien- 
ville. Most of the Garden District's 
big handsome houses were built in 
the 1850s when the advent of the 
steamboat on the Mississippi made 
New Orleans as important a port 
as New York. Some are Greek re- 
vival, most have interesting, iron- 
work and double galleries, big 
double parlors and Victorian de- 
tails. In general, the generation of 
people running things in New Or- 
leans live in the Garden District. 
Their married sons and daughters

Behind the solid sculptural sweep of gray redwood and white sprayed stucco is a sur- 
prisingly sunny-side-up family house that keeps three generations happily together.

Tt 
makes a good strainer for jelly-making and, beyond the cook- 
ing area, cheesecloth is a fine polishing cloth because it's soft 
and totally lint-free—great for shining silver, washing win-

you visit. You'll soon tire of yet 
more redwood vats, stainless steel 
fermenting tanks, and oak cooper- 
age. A tour of one champagne cel- 
lar where the traditional methods 
are followed, such as Korbel or 
Kornell, is enough, so is a tour of 
one major winery like Beaulieu, 
The Christian Brothers, or Louis 
M. Martini. Small wineries are dif- 
ferent. If you have made your 
prior appointment, you may get 
the chance to talk with the owners 
or the winemaker and get all kinds 
of fascinating first-hand informa- 
lion. 

When you go to a winery, by all 
means taste as many of the pre- 
mium varietals as you can and 
make a note of those you would 
like to buy or order back home, 
checking on whether the wines 
are distributed in your state and 
city. Even if some of your favor- 
ites are not, so far, available out- 
side California or in more than a 
few states, the picture can change 
rapidly as production is stepped 
up, and your on-the-spot reactions 
are good future reference. You are 
probably already familiar with the 
leading varietals, the Chardonnay, 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Pinot Noir, 
and Johannisberg Riesling. Here 
you have a chance to try the less 
well-known like Petite Sirah, Cari- 
gnane, Merlot, Charbono, Pinot 
St. George, Grignolino, Flora, 
Gewiirtztraminer, French Colom- 
bard, a new proprietary wine 
unique to one winery, or maybe a 
characteristically Californian des- 
sert wine made from the Muscat 
Blane grape. 

As a general rule, only a certain 
number of wines from the full line 
are available each day in the tast- 
ing rooms, but you can always buy 
a bottle of anything else that in- 
terests you. Some small wineries 
don’t have tastings, although they 
will sell you their wines. 

If you are buying a wine to 
drink on your picnic, stick to 
something young and fresh. It 
would be a wicked waste of a fine 
red that needs age, like a Cabernet 
Sauvignon. Many of the lower- 
priced generically named blends 
from a premium winery—Chablis, 
Rhine, Mountain White or Red— 
are perfectly fine with picnic food. 
In the varietals, you might try a 
light Zinfandel, Gamay, Gamay 
Beaujolais, or Grignolino in the 
reds, a dry rosé, or any of the 
whites (provided you can get 
them chilled) from a full-bodied 
Pinot Chardonnay, Pinot Blanc, or 
dry Sauvignon Blanc (sometimes 


called Blane Fumé), to a sof 
Chenin Blanc or one of the deli 
ously fruity Rieslings, Gewürzt 
miner, or Traminer.

transport you by aerial tramway 
from the bottom of the hill to the 
spectacular winery at the top. 

The lists at some of the newer 
wineries are small, something of 
a blessing, as you can taste every- 
thing without losing yourself in a 
haze of impressions. Oakville 
Vineyards has excellent whites, 
especially the dry Sauvignon 
Blanc. There are no tastings at 
Freemark Abbey, but its four lead- 
ing vintaged varietals, in the high- 
er-priced echelon of Napa wines, 
are hard to find outside California 
and well worth investing in. So are 
the champagnes of Schramsberg. 
After a look (by prearranged ap- 
pointment) at the old and new 
caves sunk deep into the moun- 
tainside, count yourself lucky to 
be able to buy a bottle of Blanc de 
Blancs or the even rarer Blanc de 
Noirs. 

I would, by all means, end a 
visit to Napa on a flourish of cham- 
pagne, either here or at the near- 
by Hanns Kornell Champagne 
Cellars, before backtracking down 
the valley to San Francisco. 
Hanns Kornell will probably be 
on hand to show you around him- 
self. Champagne is his life and his 
enthusiasm and there's nothing 
this stocky, white-haired, dedi- 
cated man likes better than talk- 
ing about it—except perhaps mak- 
ing it. 

Wine Counties South of 

San Francisco 

Below San Francisco lies another 
whole slew of wineries, more 
strung-out than Napa and Sono- 
ma, and so requiring more careful 
routing. The first stop would be 
Livermore in Alameda County 
where the Wente and Concannon 
wineries, friendly neighbors for 
going on a hundred years, stand 
right across the road from one an- 
other, sturdy bulwarks in an en- 
croaching sea of urban sprawl. 

While the gravelly soil of the 
Livermore Valley was looked on 
for years as more suited to white 
wines, especially of the Bordeaux 
persuasion, than to reds, this has 
been disproved. While both win- 
eries do specialize in whites—one 
of Wente's most successful has 
been its Blanc de Blancs, a medi- 
um-dry wine made from Chenin 
Blanc and Ugni Blanc grapes— 
Concannon was a leader with a 
varietal Petite Sirah. This and the 
Limited Bottling Cabernet Sau- 
vignon have always been to me 
outstandingly fine wines. Wente's 
plantings in the Salinas Valley of 
Monterey County have resulted in 
some exceptional whites, particu- 
larly the Gewürztraminer 
Riesling Spätlese.

vermouths specially bottled for 
the restaurant by Korbel, wine 
vinegars, homemade peach, pear, 
or curried apricot chutney, Bom- 
bay sauce, pomegranate jelly, and 
lots of other goodies. A rousing 
Spanish-stvle rodeo is held here 
each summer, and in season ( Au- 
gust/September) braids of garlic 
from the local factory are sold on 
the streets. 

The Almadén tasting room, di- 
rectly across the plaza from the 
old mission, has one of the most 
attractive settings of all. There's a 
small outdoor deck and gazebo 
designed by Thomas Church 
where you can sit on a bench and 
sip the wine of your choice (try 
the Grenoir Original or Blanc 
Fumé, the two newest additions 
to the line) with your sandwich. 
Or, if your picnic requires more 
elbow room, behind the tasting 
room is an old-fashioned garden 
with cockscombs, lavender, dai- 
sies, phlox, and long tables and 
benches under the protective arms 
of an old grape arbor. 

If you can choose your time, 
visit the wine country in late 
spring or fall, skipping high sum- 
mer when the tourists descend and 
the wineries bulge at the seams, 
and temperatures in the valleys 
often soar uncomfortably from one 
day to the next. If you can't, build 
some flexibility into your schedule. 
Instead of battling the lunchtime 
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crowds for a picnic spot, have an 
elevenses picnic, perhaps a sherry 
tasting with bottles from different 
wineries, tapas of California olives 
and salted almonds, or a more 
elaborate selection augmented 
with canned sardines and anchov- 
ies, marinated artichoke hearts, 
tiny shrimp, slices of salami or 
ham, and cubes of Monterey Jack 
cheese. Or have your own wine 
tasting, with demi-bottles picked 
up here and there, cheese and 
French bread to clear the palate. 
At the midafternoon slump when 
you get the blahs—the fillip of a 
bottle of chilled champagne (Al- 
madén's Blanc de Blancs or Korbel 
Nature) or Gewürztraminer, or a 
rosé, perhaps Mirassou's Petite 
Rosé or Paul Masson's Crackling 
Rosé, to be savored with some 
luscious fruit-Santa Clara plums, 
ripe figs, a fresh peach or nectar- 
ine or huge strawberries with 
stems, from Gilroy, below San 
José. 

Should nature turn uncoopera- 
tive, here are some restaurants in 
the wine counties where you can 
shelter from rain or heat and wine 
and dine well.

RAGOUT OF LAMB 
Ingredients: 1 large Spanish onion, minced; 2 
tablespoons vegetable oil; 5 pounds combina- 
tion of shoulder, neck, and breast of spring 
lamb trimmed of fat and gristle, cut into 1% 
inch cubes. Do not trim meat off bones as it is 
almost impossible and is excellent for flavor; 
3 cups flour mixed with salt and freshly ground 
pepper to taste; 1 cup light red wine (Beau- 
jolais); 2 large ripe tomatoes, peeled, seeded, 
and chopped; 8 cups stock, half chicken half 
beef (fresh or canned); bouquet garni 
wrapped in cheese cloth consisting of white 
part of 1 leek, 1 celery stalk and leaves, 1 car- 
rot, peeled and cut in half lengthwise, 2 carrot 
tops, 2 lemon peels (rind only), 1 bay leaf, 
2 sprigs Italian parsley, sprig fresh thyme or 
% teaspoon dry thyme; 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch mixed with 4 tablespoons cold water, if 
needed; garnishes: 2 bunches cooked, fresh 
baby carrots, peeled and uniformly cut; about 
I% pounds fresh or 1 10-ounce package frozen 
peas, cooked; 30 water chestnuts. 


Method: In a heavy 10-quart casserole saute 
onion in oil until wilted, not brown. Reserve. 

Pat meat dry in paper towel and dust lightly 
in flour mixture. Coat the skillet with oil and 
heat on high flame. Brown meat on all sides 
until it is a rich brown color. Do not overcrowd 
pan with meat. Do a little at a time and re- 
serve. When all the meat has been browned, 
deglaze pan with red wine scraping all the 
burned particles that have stuck to pan. Re- 
turn meat, onion, tomato to pan and add 
enough stock to cover. Add bouquet garni and 
heat to simmer. Taste sauce for seasoning. 

Preheat oven to 250^. Place covered casse- 
role in oven for 1% hours. Last 10 minutes of 
cooking time add water chestnuts. Lamb 
should be fork tender. If sauce is too thin, 
thicken with cornstarch. Garnish with carrots, 
peas, and water chestnuts. May be made one 
or two days ahead of time. Remove from re- 
frigerator at least 3 hours before reheating in 
oven. Cook vegetables on day you plan to 
serve.

rado. But such thick topsoil is ex- 
ceptional. A foot or less is its usual 
depth. 

Topsoil can be further defined 
as a mixture of clay or sand and 
clay, both of them mineral soils, 
with decomposing organic matter 
—animal or vegetable or both. The 
organic matter is called humus. 
Any kind of it. So humus is as sim- 
ple as that. We all know that over 
the ages topsoil has been made 
by the disintegration of dead vege- 
table matter—lea branches, 
and trees themselves falling to the 
forest foor—plus animals that have 
perished one way or the other. 
They've rotted. And everybody 
knows that rot comes from leaving 
things outside in the weather, so 
there’s nothing very special about 
that. But whats we are not all aware 
of is that rot is caused by millions 
and millions of organisms that are 
very much alive, most of which 

can be seen only by a powerful 
microscope. And although no one 
really knows how long these my- 
riads of microorganisms live, they 
all must die at some point, and 
when this happens they become 
humus, too. And in the process of 
eating and living and dying, these 
microorganisms have returned 
everything to the earth that the 
plants and animals have taken, 
temporarily, out of it, including 
themselves. I have purposely itali- 
cized those words, for they rep- 
resent the miracle of grow th, con- 
tinued growth-it is life being re- 
newed. It must be that I had heard 
about this long before starting to 
garden, and I'm equally sure that 
most people have this remarkable 
fact tucked away in their heads, 
but it didn't occur to me, and I'm 
sure it hasn't to others, that this bit 
of universal learning is needed by 
anyone trying to grow a flower or 
two.

mixture can be used to patch holes 
or to even out deep depressions in 
old marble. 

If the marble is too badly dam- 
aged for this kind of repair, take 
it to a professional—or have a re- 
placement cut from old marble, 
which is almost always white or 
gray, or from one of the more con- 
temporary brighter colors. 

I've found the perfect antique 
marble sink, but it’s badly weath- 
ered. How can I repair it? This is 
a hard job, but it can be done. 
Wash the marble first to make 
sure you know where all the pits 
are. Now, starting with an 80-grit 
abrasive block, work back and 
forth across the marble, using 
moderate pressure. Sprinkle with 
water occasionally to lessen the 
friction and be careful: the abra- 
sive can take a big bite. 

When the rough edges are 
rounded over, change to a 120- 
grit block and repeat the process, 
working up through 220 and 320 
grits. The finer stages can be used 
with an electric drill to save 
muscle-power, but the sander 
should have a universal shaft so 
that the abrasive stays flat on the 
work. When nothing but minor 
scratches are left, stop. 

Now attack the stain problem, 
following the directions above. 

When the marble is as pristine 
as you like, do the final finishing. 
Go over the entire surface with an 
abrasive disk of 600-grit, sponge 
off the dust, and finish up with tin 
oxide made into a creamy paste 
by adding water to about half a 
cup of powder. You can use a 
damp cloth or a disk or orbital 
sander to apply it, though a disk 
sander tends to throw the paste 
out. Add water and oxide to main- 
tain the consistency of the paste. 
To check your work, sponge off 
the surface with warm water. 
When you can read the printing 
on a book jacket in the reflection, 
you have a polish to be proud of. 
With ordinary care, the beauty of 
the marble should outlast us all. li

is another old chestnut. Fruit is 
only a slice of what you must have 
to maintain nutritional balance. 
The amount of food needed de- 
pends on one's height, age, sex, 
skeletal structure, and activity. At 
the present time few doctors are 
trained to give the specific detailed 
instructions most persons requir- 
ing dietary advice need, nor do 
they have the time. But the doctor 
does know his patient's physical 
condition and any weight altera- 
tion should not be attempted or 
considered except by his approval. 
A doctor knows resources and 
should be able to put his patient 


in the hands of a qualified diet 
therapist or nutritionist who will 
plan with the patient the diet best 
suited to his needs, provide writ- 
ten instructions, detailed advice, 
and periodic checkups. Of greatest 
importance is moral support and 
encouragement from the therapist 
and physician. Each will empha- 
size the importance of a nutrition- 
ally sound "Foundation Diet." And 
the patient must understand that 
including the right kind of food in 
the correct quantities is as impor- 
tant, or more so, to his well being 
than excluding certain foods. 
Never forget that the best diet 


to reduce weight must restri 
ories without restricting es: 
nutrients, as well as provide 
tain amount of gastronomic 
faction. The person suppliec 
a diet tailored to his indi 
needs who has the characte 
motivation, plus increased j 
cal activity, is assured of achi 
his goal.
